The " Times " Favors General Wolse- 
ley as Commander In-CliJef— Inter- 
national Arbitration. 

German Comments on the U. 8. and 
Cuba-Satisfaction Wanted for 
Chinese Ontrages, 



London, Ang 14. — The second seealon of 
the international parliamentary conferenoe 
on peacL arbitration took place to-day in 
t^he hall of the Senate at Brassela. Of tho 
Knglieh delegates, Mr. Snape said It was re 
grottable from an arbitration standpoint 
that the Congroea of tho United Statoa had 
rofnaed to vote tho Bebriog Sea oomponaa 
tion, whereas Great Britain had paid a large 
Alabama indemnity. Mr. William Randall 
Creroer, M.P., seoratary of the International 
Workingmen's As8oclation,prote8ted against 
Mr. Snapo'a remarka, declaring that the 
United Slotoa had merely deferred payment 
and only refused to admit that oovoral of 
the claima wore well grounded. 

The Bcmi oliioial North Gorman Gazatte, 
in an inuplrod loader, commenta on tho re- 
lation of tho United States with the Cuban 
rebels. It aaya that whatever the oflioial 
relations are between Spain and the United 
States, the BympathtOB of the masses of the 
American people are with the Cubuna, but 
If AmericAU poUtlcIana draw conclusions 
that the victory of the robela mcana a rich 
gain for North AmorionDS, they make a 
great mistake. The aeparatlon of Cuba 
from Spain can only result in Caba bsuom- 
ing a small independonb state like San Do- 
mingo. Madrid is not wrong In asserting 
that New York has become the Meooa of all 
adventurers of the world, who look upon the 
Cuban rebellion as a basineas promising 
high profita. 

The NovoatI, of St. Peterabnrg, reoom- 
mends that Russia, Franoe and Germany 
unite with the United States and Great 
lirltain with a view to obtaining eatiafac- 
tion for the ontragea committed by the 
Chineae upon the dltleront miaalona, and to 
aocure a aubatantial guarantee againat the 
repetition of theee occurrences. 

A apooial dispatch received here from 
Tunis aays a colliBiun |ha9 taken place near 
Galletta, between a number of barges loaded 
with iron, and a ferry boat crowded with 
people. Some of the latter'a passengers 
were killed and many drowned. 

A terrible accident haa occurred at tho 
shipbuilding yarde at Kiel. A number of 
workmen were returning aorosa a gangway 
to the ahore from a cow cruiser when tho 
gangway broke and all the workmen were 
thrown into the water. Eight bodioa have 
been recovered. 

Baron Bernhardt Tarichu'z, the cele- 
b.-ated Leipsic publisher of Greek and Latin 
classics, Hebrew and Greek bibles, and con- 
tinental editions of Britiah autbore, is dead. 

Fe ars are entertained that ox Queen Marie 
of Hanover, mother of tho Duke of Cumbsr- 
land, will become totally blind. The ez- 
queen is very popular and her dangers ex- 
cites mnob sympsitby. 

The court of inquiry into the Elbe dls- 
aater in addition to its finding oensnring the 
mate of the Grathia states thati the oondnot 
of tha Buivivora of the orew of the Elbe who 
were resoned by the British fishing smack 
Wildflower from an open boat Is deserving 
of recognition, and that the reione of the 
ahipwrecked people by the Wildflower 
merits the highoat praise. 

Hon. and Rev. E. S Talbot, fourth son 
o. the second Eirl Talbot, has been ap- 
pointed Bishop of Roohrater. 

President Zelaya of Nicaragua reoslved 
tempting olfers from Guatemala for an al- 
iance but refused them. 

Private advices from a Japanese ofTicer in 
Formosa, publiabcd in the Tokyo papcra, 
atate that the obarinate resistance of the 
enemy still continuee. The whole of tho 
forces in the aeoond diviaion will 1)3 doa- 
patohod but it is nob likely that the corps 
d'armee will bo formed of two divisions and 
placed under tho command of a tjold mar- 
shal on a grand aoalo, the insurgenta having 
no great base of ofieratinna to bo taken. 

Advices from tho Poacadoree state that 
tho mixed detachmoot stationed there hav- 
ing bean despatched to Formosa, lonving 
only two companies to garrison the ialanda, 
Q number of pirates availed tbemaelvea of 
the opportunity by stealing arms, atorea, 
etc., from the depots. Several of the pir- 
ates wore killed by the soldiers and their 
acoompliccs severely punished. 

The Emperor William and bis suite made 
a tour of the Lake distriot to-day in com- 
pany with Lord and Lidy Lonsdale. Uis 
Majesty met with an enthnsiastio reception, 
crowds of peopio gathering all along the 
route followed by the imperial party. 

Sir Ernest) Saow, Britiah miniater to 
.Japan, served as Japanese secretary in the 
English legation at Tokio, and was distin- 
guished ae havinc more thoroughly mastered 
tho Japanese language than any othor for- 
eigner. 

All ships arriving at Japanese ports from

Korea's Exiled Home Minister Arrives 
by the Eniprf sa -To Make America 
His Asylum. 

He Incarred the 111 Will of the Qneeii 
and Was Forced to Fly— Japan's 
Stauuch Friend. 

Prince Pttk-yong.bo, Japiia'a firmest friend 
at the Korean ooarl-, who was forced to fly 
from Seoul a abort) time ago owing to the 
nnexpeoted tarn of tba wheel In that muoh 
dlatarbed olty, reached Victoria by the Em- 
press of Japan and proceeds through to 
New York by to-day'a oxpreaa. What 
hie plans arc he oannot hlmsalf explain in 
detail — the baalaeas of lihe moment is tn 
find a haveo beypad the reach of the in- 
dignant Queen, and auob a shelter he be- 
lieves Amerioa will afford. Tronbles have 
come npon biro in clouds during the past 
eventfnl year, and perfect rest, undinurbed 
by dreams of the assassin's daggpr, has now 
an incomparable charm for the fallen minis' 
ter. Xo but one of the m iny churgos of hie 
enemies does he enter a vif^oroua denlul — ho 
was not planning, sor had ho over oontom- 
plated, tho oen'rali/. ition of the government 
of the Hermit Kingdom in himself, and bo 
was not guilty of treason to hia country and 
hia Qoeeu. 

it w»8 during a ten yours' enforoad reai- 
donco in J.ipin that Prince Pak of Korea 
became a lover of tho Japaneao, their pro- 
groaaive ^oviTnttient and their niodorn iuati- 
tutiona ; aud it waa ihia fondness for all 
things Japanese that got him into trouble 
on hia coming out of exilo to uahunie the 
dutiea of Homo Minister at hia native onpf- 
tal. Kverything run smoothly for a time, 
and reforms having their origin in Japan 
were introduced in i| liok puocoasion. Then 
it was whispered into tho ear of the t^)aoon 
that Pak was not dislnteroated— that, with 
Japan's aid, be might even raise bis eyes to 
the throne — and the prince's fate was 
sealed. 

Then the report waa frooly circulated that 
Pak yong ho had been laying a trap for 
Rusaia in the interest of Japan, tho Queen 
having only admiration for the land of tho 
Czars and hatred and contempt for tho new 
Japan. So Pak stock declined several 
points, and the Qaeen again seourine the 
reins of government immediately decided 
npon a polioy essentially pro-Russian and 
antl-Jdpaneae, in wbiah the Home Minister 
could have no part. For diplomacy's sake 
be made pretence of roundly abusing tbo 
Japanese, and made certain overtures of 
friendship to M. Waeber, the Rueeian 
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Charge d Affaires. The latter was well pro 
pared, however, and avoided what he and 
all others in Seoul took to be a Japanese 
trap, 

(Joncornine tho aub i (juent crisis at Seoul, 
in which, 'though absenc in person, Prince 
Pak played so prominent a part^ tlie Kobe 
Chroniole of the 12jh Jaly has the follow- 
ing : 

" In pointlcg out in our iasue of tho .S;h 
ins!-, tho serious position of Bffiirs in Korea, 
and tho posalblllty that a ^park in that 
dU'rtor migho again set the Far Eisb in a 
bliizo, we little thought that events were 
then actually occurring at Seoul proving the 
acnuracy of our reading of the signs. Tho 
Queen has thrown cfT the maek ; the Ming 
party is for the time triumphant ; and all 
offinials in favor of Japan are in danger of 
arrest. On Saturday night a meeting of 
ministers was hurriedly oonvoked ali the 
royal palace, all the miniators but Prince 
Pak and Jo Kohan being present. There it 
was determined that PrincePak should be re- 
lieved of office, andhis arrest waa also ordered 
on a charge of treason. Prince Pak, however, 
appears to have got wind of the oomblna- 
tion against bim, and Immediately fled from 
the capital to Cbemalpa, wbtoh be reached 
on Sanday evening, taking refuge in a 
Japanese lionse there. It was expected that 
be would leave Chemulpo for Japan the 
game night, It is charged against Prince 
Pak by the Ming party that evidence has 
oome to light showing that he was meditat- 
ing a coup d'etat with the object of seizing 
the reins of power, but as he was a minister 
and already poseessod almost supreme in- 
flaenoe the accusation is not likely to prove 
founded on truth.

between Montreal and Yanoonrer, a very 
important servioei the compeDsatton has 
heretofore been based on a oaloulaiion whloh 
has been outgrown, and unless tbe oompany 
provided room in tho baggage oats mall mat- 
tor would frequBDtly have to bs left over. 
Tho company thus gives more than lb oon- 
traoti <1 for. 

Tho whole tranaaotion will no doubt bo 
thoroughly diauusaed when Farlianient 
meets in January, and it will then be found 
that the G^overnmeot in altering the mail 
oontraobwith the C.F.B. aoted within Its 
powers. This ie the only part of the trans- 
action that oan bo intolligontly dlsouasod 
just now. Whether the bargain made with 
the railway oompany was favorable or un- 
favorable to theoonatry it is impossible for 
those unaciiaalnted with the partioulars of 
the service to deoidsi If the Govornmontj 
ban BhowD undoe favor to tbe Ccknudian 
Pioific it baa done wrong and will have to 
boar tho conae(iuenoBa of ita mis-doing. But 
if it haa treated the oompany only fairly it 
will not bo condemned by either Parllumenb 
or the country. Tho Oppoaition journala 
will gain nothing for their party by oon- 
domninc! the Government haatily and on 
wrong grounds. Tho law on tho mat- 
ter Booma to bo clear. It may 
be well to repeat the quotation from It 
whloh Was reprodnoed In our yesterday's 
article on That Subsidy. Here lb la : 
" The Postmaster-Generivl may with or 
without previous advertiaomont contract 
with any railway or steamboat for the con- 
voying of tho mails ; bub all contriiota in- 
volving paymeuta of a larger aum than a 
thousand dollars shall be submitted to the 
Goveraor-in-GounoiL" 



TBB WBALTS OF OUR WATBSS. 

Frofeaaor Prince, Dominion CommisBioner 
of Fisheriea, said to our Vancouver corres- 
pondent : " My trip was undertaken under 
the instructions of the Hon. the Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries In response to repeat- 
ed representations by members of the 
Federal Parliament for this Provlnoe," It 
Is nob likely that Mr. Prinoe was aware of 
the fact that at the last seasion of the Pro- 
vincial Legialaturo the followiog resolution, 
moved by Dr. Walkem and aooonded by Mr, 
Booth, was passed without a dlBsentlng 
voice : 

" That whereas ib is essentially necesaary, 
for the proper development of the fiahiog 
industries of this Provlnoe, that stepsshould 
h9 Immediately taken to locate the various 
fishing banks, under tbe superintendence of 
a properly qualified person In a properly 
equipped vessel provided for the purpose, 
and that a thorough inquiry should be mado 
of the different species of fish, oommeroially 
valuable, which may be found to Inhabit 
Britiab Columbia waters : 

" Bj It tbereforo resolved,''' That an 
humble address bo presented to His Honour 
the Lieutenant-Governor, asking him to 
communicate with His Eicoellency the Gov- 
ernor-General with a view to having tho 
neoessary steps, as oontalned in this resolu- 
tion, carried liito effaob without delay," 

Tills reaolution was duly forwarded to 
Oiitawa, and no doubt received tho cou- 
aideration from the Government that Its Im- 
portance demanded. OommUsioner Prinoe'a 
visit to the Province is olearly due to tho 
rr quest of the Provinoial Legislature as well 
as to the representations of the members 
from thia Province In Parliament. A pro- 
porly equipped vessel was not, it ia true, 
provided lor tLo properly qualified person, 
but it ia evident that Commiaaioner Prince 
made the best use of the means at his dis- 
posal. Wa find that be was Im- 
pressed with the Importance of the fisheries 
of the Province, and of their capability 
of Immense development. The Comniia- 
sloner's first visit to British Columbia will, 
it is certain, not be his last. We ari^ quite 
sure that his report will be such that the 
Government will see the neoesaity of making 
a thorough examination of the fishery re- 
sources cf the Province in the way best cal- 
culated to produce the moat aatiafaotory 
resulta. Wo feel convinced, when the necos- 
aary exploritiona are made — such as are 
outlined by Dr. VValkem'a roaolutlon — the 
results will bs snob as will surprise even 
those who think themselves pretty well ac- 
quainted with the wealtb of tho waters that 
waah our shores. 



SOT ILLEOAl. 



The Monbreol Gazette's explanation of 
the Increaaod subsidy to bo granted to tho 
Canadian Pacltic Railway is substantially 
the same as that ot tho Toronto Mall and 
Empire, which we reproduced yesterday. It 
says : 

The fact is the arrangement ia a business 
one, justified on businoas prinoiplos, and la 
merely raising the oompunsation paid tn the 
Canadian Pacific to aomothing like the level 
of that received by other roads for a similar 
service. Tbe Grand Trunk mosb nearly ap- 
proaches tbe Ciknadian Paoifio In regard to 
tbe oharaoter of a largo part of tbe territory 
it serves. The Audltor-Oeneral'b report 
shows that the Grand Trunk receives $l(iO 
per mile per annum Cor postal oar servioe, 
while tho Canadian Paoluo b^s been hereto- 
fore paid only $105, For branch linos the 
Grand Trunk is paid $80 per mile per an- 
num, while the Canadian Paoifio rate runs 
down to SI 2 on some of the short linoa, and 
is only S5S between Quobeo and Montreal. 
Tho Intercolonial roooivoa S130 per mile per 
annum for postal oar runs, whether on the 
main lino or the brannhes There may bp, 
of course, a dillerenco In the value to tlio 
post office between tho miloago runs on dif- 
ferent roads, and between dllleront sectiona 
of tho same road. But it will hardly be 
maintained that the country on tho north 
sboro of the St. Liwrence served by the 
Canadian Paoifio ia not as Important in 
population and postal businoaa as that on 
tho south side sui-ved by the Grand Trunk 
and the Intercolonial. At any rate, thn 
dl^«renae is act equal to that between 68 
Mid 160, or 130. On tl^a main line, also, 



THE NIOARAGUA OANAL, 

Tbe Nicaragua canal is a project in which 
British Columbians among Canadians have 
a peculiar interest. The oempletion of that 
great work would, in a sense, revolutionize 
tho oommeroo of thia Province and of the 
Pacific Coaat generally. It would bring 
Europe and Eastern North America nearer 
bo the Coast l)y many tbouaanda of milcB, 
and would consequently wonderfully facil- 
itate oommercial interooacse between its In- 
habitants and the countries and oontinenta 
of what Is to them the East. Brttlah Col- 
umbians are consequently interested to 
know the preciee position In which that, to 
them, moat important undertakiog stands 
at this present moment. 

The Hon, Warner Miller, President of the 
Nicaragua Canal Company, waa lately in 
Montreal, and while there epoke froely of 
the condition and prospects of the Canal to 
a representative of tbe Star of that city. 
The followiog ia an extract from the Star's 
Interview : 

" Tho Nicaragaa Canal sobeme Is no party 
job," ho said, "for at the last Presidential 
election both the Bepublioan and Demooratio 
parties incorporated Ib as a plank In their 
respective platforms. The people of tho 
United States are practically unanimous in 
favor of it, and in the wish that the Govern- 
ment of the country should give its official 
encouragement and aaslatance. At tho last 
aeaaion the Senate of the United States 
paaaed a bill guaranteeing the bonds of the 
oompany to the extent of $100,000,000— 
practically in fact guaranteeing tho whole 
bonda of tho company. The bill waa passed 
without the alightest difficulty by a hand- 
some majority. Uafortunatoly it was too 
late to bring tho matter up in the House, or 
I have not the allghteat doubt it would have 
paasod that body just as easily. At present 
the project ia being thoroughly gone Into by 
a specially appointed commiaalon, conalat- 
Ing of naval and military engineers of 
the United Stalea, with one civilian mom- 
ber. Thiu commission la taking tlio plana 
and carefully going over tho whole matter, 
independent of tho specificatioDS which tbe 
company has made, and will report the re- 
sult of their investigation, and submit their 
figures for comparison with ours within tho 
n^xt month or two. By lawthoy must send 
their report to the Preaident by tbe first of 
November. We have nob tbe slighteab rea- 
son to doubt that tbe reporb will be entirely 
favorable. The ground has been thoroughly 
gone over, and tbe proposed work of the 
company fully endorsed by the foremoBt 
engineers of Great Britain, Franoe, and In 
facD every groat country. There is no 
donbb that tbe plan we have mapped out 
and undertaken ia the only feasible one of 
crossing the isthmus. When wo first un- 
dertook the work wo employed fifty en- 
gitisors to survey and make plana, engaging 
tub very beat men we could possibly obtain. 
That part of the work alone cost $500,000 
We bad at one time over two thousand men 
at work for us, and have already paid out 
over $5,000,000. 

Senator Miller informed tho newspaper 
man that tho company having done a very 
large amount of preparatory work auoh us 
building machine shops, stores, hoapitala, as 
well as dwellings and other necessary build- 
ings, purchasing plaut and laying twelve 
miles of railway track, is in a position to go 
on with the work promptly and onorgotlo- 
ally so soon aa tho aid expected from the 
United Statea la aeourod. The United States 
guarantee will enable tbe oompany to get 
without the least trouble or delay all tbe 
money it may require to oomplete the under- 
taking. Tbe Senator has, no doubt, good 
grounds for speaking as hopefully and con- 
fidently as ho dooB, and if he had ulmoat 
any other legislative body to deal with than 
tho Congroas of tho United States 
he might ooneidor the aid applied 
for already aa good as obtained ; bub 
It Is well known that both the United States 
Senate and tho House of RepreBentativea 
are so caprioious and so open to influencea 
from ono quarter and another that it is im- 
possible to predict with any approach to 
certainty tho fate of such a meaaure aa the 
Nicaragua Canal Guarantee Bill, A big 
fight will be made against It by opposing In- 
tetoota both In tho Legislative Chambers 
and the Lobby, and ita fate will moat prob- 
ably bo uncertain until the last moment. 
Tho Lobby, as everyone knowa, can bo 
made moat formidable against tho vory best 
of msasnres, if powerful oorporations have 
an Interest in opposing ib, no matter what 
may bo Its Intrinsio merits. Strong infln- 
eaces have so far been auaceasful in their 
oppoaition to granting aid to tho construc- 
tion of tho Nicaragua Canal, and ib does 
nob appear that they have found further op- 
position hopeless. 



PLENTY OF MONET. 

There Is at the presen!) momeht an im- 
mense amount of idle money in Oreab 
Britaiu. The diffioulby bbere is to find 
safe Investmenta for the surplus capital. 
Tho rate of discount has oonstquontly 
fallen wonderfully, and money can bo ob- 
tained, whore the security is known to bo 
good, at a very low rata of interssb. O iriog < o 
tbe currency agitation in the United States 
BritUh capltallBta have bccimo very shy of 
iuveating their money in that country. Thia 
ia conaidond by the Timea oao of tho 
oauaea of tho proaont abundance of money In 
Great Britain. Hero ia what that great 
authority on finance, as well as other sub- 
jeota, aaye about the present plethora of 
cash : 

Good authoritioa are of opinion that 
OApitaliata in this country were in the habif, 
up to about 189'2, of investing about i;:!0,- 
000,000 per annum in the United Statea, 
chlefiy in railroad stock. Thia estimate 
errs, 1 f It doea orr, on the side of moderation, 
but in a calculation of thia kind tbe only 
oatimatQ worth making ia of a minimum. If 
we allow another twenty millions net for in- 
vestments (allowing for convoraiona, rofund- 
icge and similar operations) in other coun- 
tries we get a aum of £50,000,000 per annum, 
which np to five years ago was employed 
abroad. This sum was certainly exceeded 
in some years. Ib would seem, there f<>ro, 
that at least £250,000,000 of money which 
usod to bo plaosd abroad is now retained at 
borne. Duriog tho last five years, tbere- 
foro, iuvostmenta at home have had to be 
found for a good deal more money 
than during the years preoeding 
them. * • • But for the uneasiness with 
which the American monetary system, tbe 
defceta of whloh are only too well known to 
our readers, is renardod, there can be no 
doubt that a good deal more money would 
have been already roinvested in tho United 
Statea, now that businoaa ia perceptibly im- 
proving there. But tho dofecta of the sya- 
torn remain atill what they wore, and many 
cautious people will refrain Irom putting 
their money into American securities freely 
until they are remedied. There am, how- 
over, parts of tho world which aeem to be 
regarded with no miegivlngs aa fields for tho 
employment of our accumulated aavings — 
China, lor example, and the Transvaal, to 
Bay nothing of Chili, Brazil, and other 
placDB. The attitude of tho capitaliats to- 
ward China is very remarkable. There has 
been a positive rush to lend money to Chi- 
na, nob only here, but in the leading olijles 
of the Continent." 

There was a time when Egypt and Tur- 
key were oonaidered good fields for Britlth 
investment, and when capitalists were shy 
of lendlntr money to the colonies. It Ib to 
be hoped that tho day will not soon come 
when those who are so ready now to lend 
their money to China and Brazil will have 
cause to tremble for the aufety of their 
investments. The Governments of neither of 
these oonntrles is as stable as it might 
be. No one knows how soon Brazil may be 
torn by internal diaaenaions, or when China 
will tumble to pieces like a badly con- 
atruoted liuildlng. But there la evidently a 
fashion in investments as well as in bonnets, 
and reason seems sometimes to have as little 
to do with one mode as tbe other. The 
colonies, however, cannot fail to profit by 
tbe noceaaity of aafo and moderately profit- 
able investments for British capital. They 
have, in fact, profited already, and they 
will In tho near future moat llkoly profit to 
a atill greater extent. There are in many 
of tbe colonies rich resources that require 
capital for their development. There ia no 
doubt that when this fact becomes better 
known to the moneyed men of Great 
Britain, tho capital needed will flow into 
those colonies, benefiting both tho investors 
aud the country in whloh the money is ex- 
pended.

A number of applications for positions on 
the teaching staff were tabled. 

A number of rfquests for supplies for tho 
schools were referred to tho supply com- 
mittee. In thia regard tho Chair advised 
the committeo to be ciroful as the board 
must not exceed tho opproprialions.

Mr. A. Maxwell Mulr, architect, re- 
ported that tho Bovorai works done and 
repairs executed in the Echools amounted 
to §1,520.

A number of applioationa were proaontod 
from varioua paronta to allow ihoir children 
to attend schoola in diatriota other than 
cboau in which thoy reaidod. 

Tki7stke Lewis waa in favor of strictly 
carrying out the rules regarding diatriota, 
and not granting any requeata except good 
cause was ahown. 

TliusTKK (ii-ovKit remarked that moat of 
tho requests from parents objecting to their 
children attending mixed schoola were of 
Koglish people, who had been accustomed 
in their own country to separate choole. If 
ICogliah people were not prepared to adopt 
ouronatoma, let them go back to the Old 
Country. 

Ihe varioua requeata were then taken up 
eeparately, some being aranted and others 
refuaed. 

Tkustek Lewis, reporting for the apecial 
committee on Mr, S. McC. Smith'a com- 
plaint with regard to the way that the ex- 
aminations hud been hold at Victoria Weab 
school, said that tho charges were unfound- 
ed. Tho report wua adopted. 

TuirsTEE Maiioiia.nt moved that in caso 
of teaohera boinR absent for other cause 
than aickneas tho aubatilute bo paid tho full 
akiary for that timo ; in caae of tiio toaolior's 
aicknoBB, Iho subBtituto should receive GO 
per cent of the salary, and each full teach- 
ing day should bs considered to bs one 
twenty fifth part of the month, Thia waa 
adopted. 

The oonindttee on night schools reported 
recommending that a night school bo estab- 
llshed oa Septoinbor 2 ; that to make it 
aalf supporting the foe bo fixed ab'S2 ,50 per 
month ; that the, vacant school at Hillside 
avonue be devoted for the purpose ; that 
the teacher appointed 1)9 rcijuired to do the 
jinltor'a work, and that ail foes be paid by 
the pupils lo tho toaolier, who ia nob to re- 
ceive any pay frcm the board, and that 30 
daya' nocifle may terminate the engagement 
of the teacher. 

At tbe suggestion of the chairman tho 
report was laid on the table so aa to give an 
opportunity to find ont if the matter came 
under the Board'a provinoe. After some 
general diBouaaion the Board adjourned ab 
half paat ten.

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CHOLERA IN THE OlllENT. 



The Dauperona Policy of Suppvi'SHiuK 
Infonuatiou Aiiiiiu PiirsniMl by 
tlio Jiipauehc. 

A New Market fur Viiuconvcr Nhiud 
Coal— China Li'iirns a Lt'H&ou 
From Defeat. 

Although the paauengers arriving by tlic 
three QrientEil liners that have reaohed Vio- 
toria this week agree in the atatemenb that 
Colera is working ead havoo in Japan, tho 
newspapers of that country contain no re- 
ference to tho devastations of tho plague. 
This is probably due to tho fact that the 
disoaso fiode ita victims chit ily aniiont; the 
Boldiery rceontly returned Irom the front, 
and the ({Overnment tber«tore takes advant- 
age of the law relating to proas censorship 
to iiiJ full extent. According to officers of 
the Victoria, and tho more recently arrivud 
EmpresB of Japan, tho military havo aulfar- 
ed a loss of thousands during tho paab few 
nnontha and the principal statious in Japan 
are at present converted into great hoapitaU, 
the Formoaan expedition having proved es- 
pecially disaolrou3. Ir is only from Formo- 
sa and Korea that the Japanese fear a com 
ing of the plague, the usual ports of call of 
trana-Paoifio liners being as yec unaffected 
as would appear from the following ofiicial 
notifioation appearing in tho pnblic press : 

"The underBlgned, Her Br jtannic Ma- 
jesty's F.nvoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary in Japan, hereby makce 
known for the Information ci British sub- 
jeota resident in or resorting to Japan, 
that) he has reoeivod a note from Hla Ex- 
cellency tho Japanese Minister for Foreign 
Aflikira stating' that tho regnlations (of 
Juno 20, 189-i.) for tho inspeotion of vessels 
from cholera infected porta will now be put 
in force ab tho ports of Yokohama, Kobe, 
Nagasaki, Kuchinotau, Shimonoseki and 
Moji, in tho oaao of all veaaels arriving 
directly or othorwiao from porta in For- 
mosa and Korea, being localities infected 
with cholera." 

At the industrial school, Tsukiji, tho 
other day, Mr. Kono Shanhio delivered a 
lecture on the coal supply of Japan and tho 
advisability of utilizing electric power as far 
arpoaaiblein order to economize the coal 
consumption. According to a rooont ex- 
amination, Mr. Kono said the coal doposits 
of Japan only amounled to .'iOO million tone. 
In Eogland the output) of coal amounta to 
100 million tons annually, and thus, if the 
same amount were worksd out in Japan, the 
supply would only last for three years. 
The actual output of Japan at present is 
about three million tons per annun), at which 
rate the supply would last for ninety years. 
Bat as the increase of consumption is about 
150,000 tons annuilly, the deposits of 
Japan would be worked out in forty years. 
The ohlef hope of eooDomialng the ooal con- 
sumption lay in the extension of the aso of 
eleotrio powor. lb was reported that the 
merchants and manufikotarers of Osaka havo 
a projoob in hand for generAting electric 
power by utilizing the Naohi waterfall, and 
there were also , other resources at hand. 
Japan is rich in craters, almoab every high 
mountain having at some time been a vol- 
cano. In the basioB of these extinct vol 
canoes were generally to be found lakes, or 
deposits of water, such asatAkagi, Haruna, 
Kikko and Hakone, whloh could be utilized 
for the generation of eleotrio power for in- 
dustrial purposes. 

China appears disposed to take advantage 
of the lessons of stern experieocj, for accord- 
ing to advices just received the pressing 
into official service of tho best infurmed and 
moat progresaive men of the kingdom has 
jnat been deolded npou by the government 
at Fekiag. She army will bo reorganized 
at onoe upon the Oerman aystem ; upwards 
of five hundred young offiaera will bs aetit 
abroad to atndy naval taotioa, and a fleet of 
twelve modern warships will be ordered im- 
mediately from German and British yards. 

THE COVVICHAN INDIANS. 

To T)iE Editor;— A little while ago some 
paragiaphii appeared in your columns, at 
intervals, reearding the construction of 
weirs on tho Cowiohan river by the Indiono 
living on its banks, an act which gave 
ofifenco to many persons, and led to legal 
proceedings against tho tribe. At it ap- 
pears that those Indians have been treated 
differe.Ttly from many other tribes of Van- 
couver Island, a glance at their position and 
rights in ancient dahories may be opportune. 

To begin at the h?^inning ; when we took 
possession of the island what were the rights, 
if any, of the aboriginal inhabitants '! The 
question may well bo put tho other way — 
what, if any, were the rights of the white 
enoroaobers ? The original possessor of the 
soil would answer "None," and he would 
in strictness be right. From remote times, 
however, nations more or less civilized have 
mutually recognized a proprietary right of 
discovery in barbarous and untiinowD 
regions. But for several hundred years it 
has been equally well established that this 
right of dieoovery followed by occupation 
CArriea with it certain duties and responsi- 
bilitieo ; moro than this, that certain righta 
of the aborigines mu»b be reapocrod and 
gua ded Chancellor^Kent in ;hi^J ' B m- 
iiionturius" cttea many instunceu of aucn ru- 
cognitions by tho oarliost colonists, ihougli 
the extent of recognition of Indian rights 
hiiB varied from an uhaoluto poaaeaslon of 
the soil to a bare right of occupancy. 
A coneiduration of tho numerous cases on 
the point would leud to thu ooocluaion that 
the position of tho Crown in regard to dis- 
covered lands is that tho Crown has tho ab 
aoluto title thoroto, bub subject to tho right 
of occupancy by the Indiana. This title by 
occupation cannot ho extinguished by pri- 
vate individuals but only by the Crown, and 
it must only be exeroised on jaab nnd eqtttt. 
able terms. The Crown nevertbelew has 
the power to compel natives to extinguiah 
their title if they refuse to aooeda to the aaid 
proper terms. la thu oelobrattd oaeo of tho 
St. Catherines Milling Co. vs. the Qaoco, 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil was of the opinion (1888) that though the 
Crown hua a eubatantial and paramount eo- 
tate in newly discovered lands underlying 
the Indian titio, such ostato did not become 
a plenum dominum till that titlo was sur- 
rendared or othon-'iso cxtinguiehed. 

Now some years oftor the founding cf 
Fort Victoria on this Island, Mr. Jamoa 
D.)uglae, then doacrihod as " tho ogont of 
the Hudson's B»y Company in Vuncouver 
Island," began. In 1850, to extinguish thu 
Indian title, by getting conveyances from 
tho native inhabitants of various tracts of 
land. Tho conveyance of earliest date is 
April 29, 1850, whereby tho "chiefs and 
people of tho Teechnmitsa tribo " surrender- 
ed to James Douglas as agent as aforesaid 
the lands between " Ebquimalt harbor and 
Point Albert, including tho latter, on tho 
Sbralta of Jaan do Fuoa, and extending 
btokwaida from tbenoe t} the range of 
moaataina on the Saanloh arm about ten 
milea distant," all for £27 10< atetllnft. On 
the foltowlrig day the Ko«»njp;6'Q tribe aiir- 



rendared Efquimilt peninsula and 
Unlquitz valliy for £'y2 lOi ster- 
ling ; tho Sivcnghung tribe, Victoria 
p iniii.'-nila, south of Ci)l(|uilz, for £76 atcr- 
lini! : 'he Chiloowitch trib". Point Gotz^los, 
for .CSO aterllni; ; tlio Wliymolilh t'iho, 
iior.tiweat of Kqniinilt hr.rliar. for £15; 
i lui (Jnn ko nein tribo, Point Gonziloa to 
l^'edAr Hill, for .t;,") 10^ ■; on Mny 1, tho 
K'i-ky aeikan triliu, i\l<«tohoain, .C I.'! U . 8 I 
the CtiowhaytEum triba, SooUf, .t'45 lOj, 
tlio Stroke tribi', northivoat cf SooUo Inlet,

terior," £18 0! 8J ; on BVbruary 8, 1851, 
tho Qiiaecker rribo, l<''ort Rupert dijtriot, 
for ; the Quakeolth trib ), same place, 
£80 ; and the riaaltqaun tribo a trac v of 12 
Hiili-a up the Nanaimo river ; on February 
7, 1852, the Sjanioh tribe. South Saanloh, 
.£41 I.")). 1 1. ; on February U, aamo tribo, 
North Saaiiioh. 

In eaob of these oonveyanoes oooura this 
clause, which oontaina the condition on 
which the grant was made : 

" The condition of or underatanding of 
this sale is this, that onr village aitea and 
enclosed fields are to be kept for our own 
uar, for tho uao of our children, and for 
thoao who follow after us ; and the land 
shall be properly surs'oyed hereafter. Ii is 
undcratood, however, that the land itaelf, 
with these small cxcoptions, becomes the 
entire property of tho whito people for over ; 
it is also underatoo-.l that wo are at libi^rty 
to hunt over the unoccupied lands and to 
carry on our tiaheries as formerly." 

A peculiar point about these conveyan;ea 
is that instead of the Giirreudor having been 
taken diric; to Her Mnjesty it was, it 
would appear, orrooeously taken to the 
Hudson's lixy Company. When, in ISl 
the E:>rl of SolUirU went to the Red Riv 
Si-ttleinent, now Manitoba, which ho had 
founded, ho was cwreful to sob that tho 
treaty of extlDguishment wae with the 
King, to whom the Indians aurreudored 
their titio. 

Writing to the Secretary of Stats for tho 
Colonies on March 125, 18(31, Governor Doug 
las stated that he had undo it a practice up 
to 1859 to purchase the native rights in the 
land in every case, prior to sotblement', and 
that the prioe paid to the Indians was £2 
lOs. aterllng to each family. But Mr. Doug 
laa at the aame time pointed out that the 
Cowichan, Chemainus and Barclay Sound 
Indians had not been paid for their lande, 
and stated that as land has increased in 
value, it would be necoesary to pay each 
family £3, and that there wore a thousand 
famllioa. 

It must be borno in mind that the Irdlans 
of this island who lived in substantially 
built villages and to some appreciable ex- 
tent tilled the soil, were much more in 
actual poasesaion of their limited amount of 
land than tho Sioux or the Blaokfeut who 
lived in tents and wandered at will noniadi 
oally over half a continent. Tbia fact en- 
titles them to special consideration, and 
Mr. Douglas pointed out that •' the native 
Indian population of Vancouver Island 
tiavo distinct Idsas of property in land, and 
mutually recognize their several exclusive 
possessory rights is certain districts " And, 
in a dispatch dated August 25, 1852. (to be 
found ab page 369 of Cornwallis's " British 
Columbia,"} referring to the Cowiobans 
particularly. Governor Dooglaa said, "these 
Indians partially cultivate tho alluvial 
Islands near the mouth of the river." 

On the solemn occision of the first general 
assembly of the two branohea of the legiala 
ture (just 39 years ago to day) Governor 
Douglas in bis address to both houses asked 
the support of tho members In " conciliatlug 
the good win of the native Indian tribes by 
treating them with justice and forbearanca, 
and by rigidly protecting their civil aitd 
agrarian rights." In eplte of this public 
acnuuuccmont of the land policy of tho gov 
ernment we have seen above that, in 1S61, 
five years later, the Cowichans, in common 
with others, had nob yet been paid for their 
confiscated territories. That tho Imperial 
antborities recognised the proprietary right 
of the Indiana appears abundantly from the 
dispatob of the Secretary of State for the 
Caloniea to Governor Douglsa, dated July 
31, 1858, in which be gives the follocf ing in 
atraotiona : " Let me not omit to observe 
that it ahonld be an invarlab'e oondition, in 
all bargain! or treaties with the natives for 
the ceaaion of lands poasessed by 
them, that sabsistenoe should be 
supplied to them in some other 
shape" Nothing could moro plainly recog 
niza the right of the Indians to a fair com 
pensatlon in extinguishment of their titlo, 
Id the same dispatch he enjoins the Gov- 
ernor to " consider tho best and most 
humane means of dealing with tho native 
Indians. The feelings of tho country would 
bo atroDgly opposed to tho adoption of any 
arbitrary or oppressive measures towards 
them. I commit (this question) to you in 
the full persuasion that you will pay every 
regard to the interests of the natives which 
an enlightened humanity can suggest." 

In spite of these declarations and iojunc- 
ttona wo find the Chief Cammissionor of 
Landi and Works writing from New 
Westminster some years later, August 28, 
1807, in the most callous manner, that 
" the Indians have really no right to the 
lands which they olaim, nor are they of any 
ac'ual value or utility to them"; and, 
again, that tho Indian claimants "have 
really no right to and no use for " their 
ancient heritage. So apoliation wos all 
that "an enlightened humanity could sug- 
gest " in 1867 

Naturally the Cowichans did not ex- 
actly fall in with tbo^o views, and from tho 
time of the firat aurvey and a.ilo of portions 
of their lands in IS,")'J they frKjUentiy com 
plained (.f tho enorouo'.imenb of white set- 
tiers, particjiara of which complaints may 
be found in tho " papers oonncotod with tho 
Indian Land (^tuostion," publlahod by our 
provincial government. Ai to tho fiahories 
in particular, by order-in council ths Gov- 
ernor-General declared April 27, 1S74, that 
" great caro should bi taken that the In 
dians, especially thuse inhabiting the coast, 
should not bo disturbed in tho enjoymunb of 
their cuaVomary fishing grounds, whloh 
ahould be reserved for them previous to 
white settlement in the immediato vicinity 
of snob localities." 

It may be noted that on Nov. mber 2, 
1874, the Minister of the Interior reporteil 
that " the policy heretofore pursued by the 
local government of British Columbia to- 
ward tho rod men In that province falls far 
short of tho estimate entertained by the 
Dominion government of the reasonable 
claimaofthi Ind a -.Po" Aa to what that 
policy wau anyone desiring to further in- 
quire into tho matter will liod it very ably 
and exhaustively set out in a memorandum, 
dated August 12, 1875, submitted to the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council by tho then 
Attorney-General, Mr- Walkem. 

la a tnomorandum on the Indians of tho 
Island, prop (ted in Junuary, 1870, the 
Comn i "lonor of Lands and Works states 
that 4,035 acres were sot apart for the use 
of tho Cowichan Indians, they never re- 
ceived piymont for tho lands appropriated 
by the go /ernmeat, and ho says that when 
Governor Douglas gave " oortain blankets 
and other goods" to the other Indians for 
their lands, ho did so not in acknowledg- 
ment of a general title, but as a present to 
secure friendly relations. Bub the Govern- 
or himself tells us that he did not give 
" certain blankets and other goods " as pre- 
sents, bat he |}0)iKht the land, for cash, and 
uked the Impemr goverameBt for . three 



thousand pounds to pay tho Cowichans and 
other tribes f jr tho lands taken from them, 
It should hero bo noted that tho Indians cf 
tho Eastern lakes and rivors, and the great 
pluloB, extinguished their righta by formal 
treitlea of cotnpcnaatioti with Her Majeaty- 
(Vldo Mnrrias' " Treaties with the Indiana.") 

1 can dad nothioi; in the atato papers to 
ahov/ that the Cowiohana over entered into 
treaty by which their titlo was cxtiDguiahed. 
I urn ftSBured on good authority that thoy 
made no treaty, nor were they paid for tho 
lands taken for aettlement. If such be tho 
fact, this t hen is the case of those Indians : 

1. Whilo other tribes have been paid for 
bho landa of which they were deprived, and 
relicquishod tlieir right to the Crown, the 
Cowichans have not been paid nor have 
they extinguished their title ; but thoy 
havesuff.red deprivation without oompen- 
sa'ion- 

2 Even when tho other Indiana gave up 
their lands they expressly reserved tho 
right to hunt over unoccupied lands and 
" to carry on their fisheries as formerly." 

Bow mnoh stronger then ia tho case of 
tho Cowlohans, who apparently have given 
up no rights whatever? 

Under all these oircuaistancea is it at all 
surprising that the Cowichans ahould resent 
boleg broughb before a magistrate for a vio- 
lation of thu laws in "carrying on their fiah- 
orics as formerly" by conatructinc a weir 
across the river? Lot thoao who uut hiok 
ingly revile thoae Indiana for ao doing, con- 
aider thoir viov/ of tho caao aud aoo ii "en- 
lightoned humanity cannot Buggest ' tho 
doBlrability of pertnitlim,' them the froo ex 
crclso of their ancient rights. Even hud tho 
Cowichans no legal claima, ovory citizjn 
shruld SCO that they receive full conaidora- 
tion. All of ua nro interested in seeing that 
tho humane policy of Canada towarda her 
Indian warda ia maintained, especially when 
we hoar in n.ind that Hon. Joseph Howe 
declared " the crowning glory of Canadian 
policy in all timoa and under all circuni- 
utancos haa been tho treatment of the 
Indiana."
